Chief Rabbi's anxiety

Anxiety about the insufficient num: 
ber of trainees for the Anglo-Jewish 
ministry. was expressed by the Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. Israel Brodie, in London 
last week. | 

Addressing the annual meeting of 
governors. and subscribers of Jews’ 
College. Dr. Brodie (who is President 
of the C ‘ollege) said : “ We are getting 
rather anxious about the drop in the 
number of students desirous to enter 
the college with the aim of becoming 
ministers. 1 can only hope that this 
decline is temporary and that we will 
be able to welcome a goodly number 
of young men willing to undertake 
what is in fact-one of the finest 
callings in our Jewish community.” 

Dr. Brodie pointed ont that the 
need for Jewish spiritual leaders -was 
very great not only io London and 
the provinces but also in the 
Commenwealth. 

“I would like to feel.” he Said, 

“that our college in particular ought 
to be able to fill these needs.” In a 
reference to the imminent withdrawal 


of South Africa from. the Common-. 


wealth, he added that. it was perhaps 
more important than ever that Anglo- 
Jewish should. undertake a 
ministry in the Jewish community of

. tunes.”

“There is undoubtedly consider- 
able sympathy for the reciments of 
these payments,” he declared, “ and

REVOLUTION

During the fifth post-war session 
of the Board of Deputies, the revolu- 
tion in Anglo-Jewry, which start in 
the Board in 1917 over the Balfour 
Declaration. was. completed, and 
towards the e J of last year Deputies 
accepted almost as a matter of course 


‘the invitation to send fraternal dele- 


gates to the Zionist Congress as a first 
step to some closer association with 
the World Zionist Organistaion, 


There was more resistance to 
another international development. 
The Board's participation in the Con- 
ference of ~ Jewish Organisations 
(headed by Dr. N. Goldmann) was 
closely watched by those members 
who were still opposed to its joining 
any “functioning” (as distinct from 
purely consultative) world Jewish 


organisation. 


On the whole, however, the last 
session showed a stronger tendency 
towards international Jewish oo-opera- 
This contrasted strangely with 
a stiffening of the Board’s attitude 
against similar co-operation with 


other Anglo-Jewish bodies active in 
the field of foreign affairs, 


The international issues which 
exercised the Board durimg the last 
three years proved as intractable at 
the end of the session as at its begin- 
ning. They were: discrimination 
against the Jews in the Soviet Union ; 
the halt in emigration from Rumania 
(and later’ Moroceo) to Israel; the 


insecurty of the Jewish posjtion in 
North Africa; the danger of neo- 


Nazism in Germany. | 
The only success which the Board 
registered in that sphere was. 
“informal”. ‘approach which Mr. 
Macmillan (at the President's request) 
made to Mr. Khruschev during his 


‘visit to Russia fearly 1959), when: he 


conveyed to him “the interest felt 


‘among British Jews in the position of

DEATH OF 11 MILLION 
JEWS PLANNED 


Eichmann. sat impassively in court 
here today as he was labelled as an 
-unrepeniant killer who: would go back 
to “ oppression and butchery ~ if he 
had the chance. 

Tight-lipped and pale, the accused 
showed only an occasional flicker of 
emotion as the prosecution turned 


back the pages of history to the days 


of the war-time. Nazi death camps, 
where inmates spared a gruesome 
death lost the will to live and became 
“like beasts.” 

A horrifying catalogue of murder, 
torture, and human degradation was 
unfolded as Mr. Hausner opened the 
prosecution’s case against Eichmann 
after the preliminary legal skirmish- 
in 

"The prosecutor portrayed Eichmann 
‘as a man who killed from his. desk 
ordering executions “over the tele- 
phone, by signing an order, or writing 
a note” in the campaign to. wipe out 
Europe's Jews.

' Eichmann’s lips were set in a thin 
line, his hands resting in his lap. He 
betrayed no emotion, but appeared to 
be concentrating intently on every 
word. 

Chapter by chapter the prosecutor 
then unfolded the story of Jewish 
communities in Poland. the Soviet 
Union, and Hungary, and in the con- 
centration camps, 

Even in the atmosphere of the 
“twilight of the gods” before the 
Nazi collapse, Eichmann told a Ger- 
man Red Cross man that he could 
not agree to more humanitarian 
methods of dealing with the Jews then 
being considered by Himmler. 

“Was it to be wondered at that he 
said that he would leap laughing into 
his grave after he had succeeded in 
exterminating five million Jews?” 
Mr. Hausner asked. 

(This alleged remark was reported 
by Dieter Von Wisliceny, a subordin- 
ate of Eichmann, before he. was 
executed in Czechoslovakia for war 
crimes.) 


The prosecutor described efforts to 


camouflage the exterminations . .., but 
the secret could not be kept for long

 $pread evermore widely.” 


One way or another, the knowledge 
reached millions of Germans. 


Referring to deportations the 
Loda-Poznan area in 1940, Mr. 
Hausner told of the suffering and 
torture of the deportees, their falling 
by the wayside with their babies, their 
slow plod through mud and ice. 

This deportation. directed by Eich- 
mann, affected half a million people. 

An eye-witness account of condi-

“Entire families of Jews with their 
wives and children could. be sitting 
on the pavement swollen by hunger 
and at nightfall, during 
hours, the voices of young children 
were heard begging for a. piece. of 
bread.”

Turning to labour camps as the 
means of annihilating Polish Jewry, 
Mr. Hausner said there were more 
than 300 such camps in Poland. 

“We shall bring evidence to show 
‘the conditions in such a camp. In 
Plashow, near Cracow, the day’s work 
began at four in the morning and 
ended late at night. . . . In. every 
barrack several hundred people slept 
on benches in three tiers . . . anyone 
lagging at work received 25 lashes of 
the whip on his naked body... the 
inmates were always starving . . . 
occasionally mass. whippings were 
staged on the assembly ground... .” 

On one occasion, he said, 20.000 
men stood in the camp yard. sur- 
rounded by electrified wires and 
machine-guns set on observation 
towers. Before them was a [5-year- 
old bov on the gallows. “ The rope 
is torn, the boy begs for mercy and 
then he is hanged again..." Mr. 
Hausner said.

The courtroom was silent: only 
occasionally did one hear a deep sigh 
or the sound of muffled footsteps as 
a journalist tip-toed out to catch a 
deadline. The people in the court- 


were still: only when the ten- 
sion became unbearable was there 


some slight movement as though the 
change of position could throw off 
the too-heavy. burden which was 
being thrust on the listeners. 

The only sound was the rather thin 
voice of Gideon Hausner, the Israel 
Attorney-Generai, who hardly ever 
attempted any eloquence as__ he 
recounted the most abominable tale 
of man’s inhumanity to man that has 
ever been heard. 

Even the ghosts of the six million 
dead Jews, whom Hausner had con- 
jured up to join him in the prosecu- 
tion of the accused, receded in shame. 
For the shame was almost as. great 
as the horror: after. all, not only 


nann Trial: 


the victims but also the perpetrators 
of the outrages were our fellow 
human beings. 

The prosecution’s speech was 
60,000 words long, and took nine and 
a half hours to deliver. It was broad- 
cast over the radio, and the impact 
on Israelis was. as bad as some 


‘people had anticipated. Many could 


not take it and switched off after a 
short time. Others felt impelled to 
listen with horrified fascination until 
the very end, and wept as they heard 
agdin to what evil deptns man can 
sink. . 

At Kol ‘Yisrael’ headquarters. the 
operators transmitting the court pro- 
ceedings. had to be’ changed 
frequently, as they could not continue 
for. very long at a time; As~ Mr. 
Hausher put it, “this variation— 
according to country—on.a_ single 
theme of atrocities, deportations, and 
murder” was more than the mind 
could have fathomed or even now 
accept, But, mercifully and cravenly, 
one’s imagination 
frightfulness. 

Hausner might well ask, as, indeed, 
he continuously did: “How could 
this have happened ? - How could 


this be possible in the. middle of the 


twentieth. century ? full. and 
satisfactory answer 
Nuremberg, 

“ Jewish suffering is not new,. as 
the history of the Jewish people. is 
Steeped in pain. and tears : yet never 
down the entire bloodstained 
ravelled- by. this people, never since 
the first days of its nationhood had 
any man succeeded in dealing it such 
blows. as. did Hitler's 
iniquitous régime, with Adolf Eich- 
mann as. its executive arm,” Mr. 
Hausner told the court. |

His 
head was never bowed, and at times 
he sat so immovably that he looked 
almost as if he might be asleep. 

Was this iron self-discipline ? But 
Mr. Hausner said of Eichmann that 
“he did not repent” even when it 
was clear that the Germans were 
lost. He still believes that he did 
what was right and proper in destroy- 
ing mullions.” 

At the Nuremberg trials, in books, 
on films, and in articles, many refer- 
ences have been made to the Nazi 
plan to exterminate the Jewish 
people. But never before has a sum- 
mary such as Hausner gave been pre- 
sented to a court, and, of course, 
never before has the. recital 
made in such circumstances—a Jewish 


prosecutor facing a Nazi leader 
before Jewish judges. But though 


these circumstances provided the 
drama of the setting, the occasion 
itself. was devoid of any dramatics 
or heroics. It was sheer stark tragedy 
with. nothing to mitigate it. 

No man—and. least of all Israel's 
Attorney-General—could wish to gain 
indirectly from this trial and all that 


is no doubt that Hausner, who was 
comparatively litth known, except to 
his Jerusalem clients, has gained a 
tremendous reputation by his speech 


for the prosecution. 
Crowd’s tribute 


Everyone acclaims him. The crowd, 


which, as usual, gathered outside the 
gates of the courthouse on Tuesday 
morning, mobbed Mr. Hausner as he 
emerged after the session had ended. 
They did not cheer him. They merely 
gathered around him and_ silently 
escorted him. to his car. 7 

All the German journalists who are 
here for the trral—there are more 


than fifty--comment with satisfaction 


at’ Mr. Hausner’s cool and . objective 
delivery. The Yugoslavs are also 


pleased at the progress of the trial, 


especially as Mr. Hausner. mentioned

When the Eichmann trial becomes 
part of the historical records, the 
question may well be asked: what 
kind of person was this Gideon Haus- 
ner, to whom it fell, in his own 
words, to be the mouthpiece of six 
million -dead—tmen, women, and 


_children—and to deliver in their name 


an. accusation not. only -against the 
man who sat impassively in his glass 
dock but against all who actively of 
passively connived at their murder. 

Hausner is short, slim, and unpre- 
tentious-looking. He is almost com- 
pletely bald, thin-lipped, and with a 
shanp nose. 

Last June, when he became Attor- 
nev-General, he said that the tasks 
of this office were defined in the 32nd 
Chapter of Isaiah. In his capacity 
as adviser to Government bodies, he 
considered it his duty to ensure that 
“a king shall reign in righteousness, 
and as for princes they shall rule in 
justice.” | 

His task as Chief State Prosecutor 


was to make certain that “a. vile 
person. shall no Jonger be called. 


liberal.” and his. obligation was to 
ensure the rule of everywhere, 
so. that. “justice shall dwell in the 


wilderness, and righteousness shall 
abide in fruitful fields.” 
Hausner might have continued

cate. is to -speak to. .adults. as

cerned. In public writing on Jewish 
subjects, nothing hurts communica- 
tion so much as the sweetening and 
simplifying of reality. (In. the 
symposium, one contributor, Wal- 
lace Markfield, comments on the 
American-Jewish Press, in .which 
“the lead stories seem to issue 
from one mind and one mimeo- 
graph machine.”) 

If the subject is President Ken-

Jews, it must be reported that, in 


making appointments, his “ treat-— 


ment of women” is exemplary. 
The two New York. newspapers 
which supported Mr. Kennedy for 
the Presidency report the contrary ; 
what is more important, the con- 
siderable virtues. of the Kennedy 
administration can stand by them- 
selves, without false compliments.

COMING AGE 


T has been the custom to make Independence - 


Day, Yom Ha’‘atzmaut, the occasion for a 

review of Israel’s past achievements, but on 
Barmitzvah Year an appraisal of future develop- 
ments might be more appropriate. After all, the 
State of Israel becomes less new from year to 
year. Newer younger States are being created 
and play their part in the world arena. Men and 
women who were born, or at least brought up, 
in the country constitute a large and growing 
proportion of the labour force and body politic, 
and even of the “Establishment.” For several 
years now immigration has been down to a 
mere trickle, equal to only a fraction of. natural 
increase. 


-As time’ goes on Israel will inevitably be 
judged on the basis of her own achievements, 


_and less allowance will be made for the special 


circumstahces of. her birth. . Her: primary. task 
will be to achieve a stable political framework 
and a healthy economy, as a prerequisite to the 
fulfilling of her specifically Jewish missions. The 
sequence of events known as the “ Lavon affair” 
came. as a great shock to many. of Israel's 
admirers ; a greater shock, perhaps, than it should 
have done, judging by what happens elsewhere. 


-]t should serve as a reminder that Israel cannot 


afford to fall short. of. the highest standards. 


The question of Israel’s Jewishness will inevi- 
tably become more decisive with the passing of 


time. What a “Jewish State” really means, in 
addition to the obvious characteristic of having 
a Jewish population, has yet to be elucidated. 
Israel's ability to bring Eichmann to justice on 
behalf of all Jewry is no mean achievement, but, 
of course, it does not suffice in itself. 


The over-riding importance of a Jewish State's 


réle as a spiritual centre—which was in the fore-— 


front of Zionist discussions at the turn of the 
century—has tended to be lost in the welter of 
pressing practical problems related to survival 
and Statehood. But with the State’s consolida- 
tion these questions of cultural and spiritual 
content and mission must come to the fore. 


The tentative efforts at exploration of future 


problems and opportunities presented in the 


supplement included with this issue, are designed 
to focus interest on these questions — rather 
than to provide answers ; these will have to come 
from the consensus and practice of all Israel. 


The main consideration at this'stage 1s to recog- | 


nise that there are questions which need to be 
faced squarely. In Jewish life, thirteen is the 


traditional age of maturity, when a boy’s virtues: 


and shortcomings become his own responsibility 
and when he is expected-to control the carefree 


exuberance of childhood. The State of. Israel 


is now in the situation to apply the precedent to 
its own case.. Our blessings attend its future 
Course. 


JEWS’ COLLEGE 


The paucity of attendance at last week's annual 


meeting of Jews’ College unfortunately reflects 


the lack of communal interest in, and support for, 
that institution. The regrettable ‘indifference ‘of 
the community-is in part a consequence of. the 
failure of the College-to make that impact on our 
religious life which would command attention. 
Even more depressing than the general apathy, 
however, is. the lamentable decline in the number 


of students entering. the College, to which the 
Chief Rabbi has again drawn attention. At this 
crisis in its fortunes, those responsible for the 
‘direction of Jews’ College should give clear. 


evidence of their intention that its leadership 


will be undertaken with vigour, with vision, and . 


with a determination to give to the community 
the religious guidance it so desperately needs. 
In more spacious times the retirement of the 
Principal (which -will take effect at the end of 
this term) could be followed by an interregnum 
either in deference to the ‘retiring incumbent or 
while the search for a suitable successor was 
carried on. In present circumstances the critical 
needs of the College do not permit of delay and, 
since the search for a successor was announced 
many months ago, it should, by now, be reason- 


' ably clear who is available. Procrastination could 


only be damaging. to the: future of this vital 
institution in. Anglo-Jewry. | 


A WELGOME CONCESSION

YOUTH AT THE HELM 


This week’s meeting of the Board of Deputies 
was the last of the present triennial session, which 
has been particularly memorable as marking the

requisite, the Board also urgently needs the 
invigorating and revitalising qualities that. youth 
alone can supply. The Board has rejected 
formal. resolutions. to enforce’ that «honorary 
Officers and. chairmen. of committees. should 
retire after a number of years in office. But it 


is to be hoped that at least some of them will 
_ voluntarily retire next session and make way. for 


younger men. It would also be an-excellent plan 


to appoint younger Deputies..as vice-chairmen ~ 


of the different committees, so that. they may be 
encouraged and trained to succeed to chairman- 
ships and make their own much-needed contribu- 
tion. to the Board's leadership. 


‘DOCTOR GOLDMANN’S 
DILEMMA 


Dr. Nahum Goldmann’s decision to take an 


active part in the new Liberal Party now being 
formed in Israel: by a merger of the General 
Zionists and the Progressives calls for consider-. 


able clarification: The first question which arises 
is Whether Dr. Goldmann intends to add member- 
ship of the new party to his many other qualifica- 
tions and. assignments, or whether he intends to 


settle in Israel and enter party political life there. . 


In‘ the latter case, his decision would be 
worthy of the warmest welcome, irrespective 


of one’s appraisal of the party itself. .The - 


accession Of a political leader of outstanding 
‘stature and experience, whose achievements are of 
historical dimensions, could only benefit Israeli 
life... But only harm could come out of 


an attempt to combine activity in the new party. 
with Dr. Goldmann’s present status and functions 


in world Jewish life. He himself. knows only 
too well the harm done to Zionist and Jewish life 
in the Diaspora by the “artificial injection of 


‘Israeli issues.” to use his own phrase, and he has 


been a pioneer of non-identification. Further- 
more, the Israeli electorate would take him das 
seriously as he deserved. only if he became. an 
Israeli in every sense of the. word: A further 
announcement of his intentions will be awaited 
with the greatest interest. | 


THE PROUD ARE LONELY 


Loneliness is one of the worst social problems 
of our time. The tragedy is of those with 
decades still. before them, stranded on some 
by-way of life.. The Jewish woman who does not 


wish to “ marry oul” and is wary of the dangers 


of casual relationships is specially affected. The 


social clubs for the over-30s and: over-40s are 


no solution. Many people are brought to their 
lonely state by shyness, and for a shy woman 
to arrive at a social function and wait by the 
wall for the doubtful favour of a dance is an 
experience. which few would wish to go through 
and none to repeat. The solution for the spinster, 
the widow, and the divorcee is marriage. In 
extremely religious circles the life of every house- 
wife is an unceasing conspiracy to get the single 
married. Loneliness among the Orthodox is thus 
less common and less acute, but it is those from 
the more. assimilated circles who are the most 
afflicted. Many letters are received at this office 
from lonely people seeking companionship 
Some wish to insert matrimonial advertisements. 
The abuse which can result. precludes such a 


- course, but there is an obvious need for a publicly 


sponsored marriage bureau. Possibly the Board 
of Guardians or the United Synagogue might be 
best placed to undertake it. A real communal 
service would be rendered were one of our social 
welfare organisations to undertake an examination 
of this problem and its possible amelioration. 


Sir,—-The deeply moving words of 
Mr. Raphael Loewe (in last weck’s 
issue) express doubts that haunt more 
people than he perhaps assumes, It 
is clear from many pronouncements 
and even from Press comments in 
Israel that the sort of uneasiness Mr, 
Loewe describes is fairly. widespread 
there. The striking incommensura- 
bility of the events forming the sub- 
stance of the indictment with any 
result that may come from the trial 
is certainly one cause of disquiet ; the 
apparent inevitability of the repulsive 
paraphernalia of modern publicity is 


another; but perhaps the principal - 


malaise springs from the conscious- 


ness of the pitfalls of stirring up too 


much self-righteousness, 

As an Israeli I have the highest 
respect for the Israel judiciary, and 
I am here not primarily concerned 
with the conduct of the trial; Nobody 
in his senses will wish to protect a 
monster, whose actual deeds were 
never denied. Even the . juridical 
defence in the trial is. not based on 
the contention that the accused has 
not perpetrated what is generally 
ascribed to him, but on the question 
of the .competence of the court 
and/or on his being a subaltern obey- 
ing orders of his superiors. These 
are interesting legalistic questions, 
but not so relevant under the aspect 
of. the historical drama. In view of 
the enormity of the disaster any 
“punishment” will appear. appal- 
lingly incongruous. anyhow.. 

The real issue, however, is not the 


fate of a miserable nobody, but the. 


effect. on Israe¢li~and to some extent 
on general Jewish—-public mentality. 


‘The danger is that the concept. of 


justice itself may be. distorted or at 
least simplified in the minds of the 


people. The unfortunate idea, for 


instance. issue. forthe occasion 
postal stamps with scales. pictured: on 


proof of the sense af 


divided in this matter.

Sir,—1 failed to appreciate Mr. R. 
Loewe's attempt last week to measure 


our feelings towards Eichmann. by 


ordinary human ‘standards. 

For my part I see the entire Ger- 
man nation in the dock. And when 
1 read reports by: prominent non- 
Jewish journalists that “* Eichmann 
remained unmoved throughout. the 
one-and-a-half-hour reading of his 


indictment,” 1 say to myself, “there — 


stands the German people accused of, 
yet totally unmoved by, the most 
atrocious massacre in all recorded 
human history,” There are, of course, 
a few exceptions, but they are just 


- “odd men out” if’ compared with 


the millions who. actively or passively 
assisted in the extermination of our 
people. History confirms that. not 


one single German—policeman, fore- 


man, or engine driver—gave his life 
in an open attempt to prevent a trans- 
port from reaching its cruel destina- 
tion ! 
With hundreds. of other Jews | 


marched for eleven days and nights 


through scores of German. townlets 
and villages. looked like march- 
ing corpses, Shabby, starved, and 
exhausted. . American troops were 
only about thirty miles behind us. 
Yet. in all these long days, not a 
single German man or woman threw 


as much as a crumb of dry bread 
into the column. of hungry. prisoners... 


Instead, they summoned their chil- 
dren to the windows : “Komm ! Die 
Juden marschieren ! 


But it is not just. the Germans that 


have to be made conscious of their 


_ crimes. Unfortunately,..we Jews, 100, 


require to be aroused. Every so often 
worried: mothers addressed letters to 
these columns; pleading with authors 
to refrain’ from mentioning the 
horrors of Nazism. Yes, we became 
so sick and tired of it all that. our 
over-anxious women were afraid lest 
their young children had nightmares 
from Auschwitz stories, The same 
little Danny who, for hours on end, 


is allowed to watch murder and terror.

(DEAN, GRADUATE SCHOOL IN THE NATURA 


Karem are not yet complete, but 


the School has been functioning 
for several years now in make- 
shift premises.

relativity, or antibiotics, is always 
itself the result of such cumula- 
tive efforts.

growing. When the Department. 


The Wix Library, 


Institute of Science as we have it 
today. Thanks to the drive and 
energy of Meyer Weisgal, a 
dynamic wonder-worker, difficul- 


ties have been overcome and the. 


Institute has ¢xpanded. The 
first of the. new buildings, 


devoted to various branches. of 


applied mathematics, was opened 
in November, 1949. Four. years 
later the Department of Expert 
mental Biology opened. its doors, 
and the cornerstone was laid for 


the Department” of "Nuclear 
Physics. This was officially 


opened in 1958. A_ Virology 
Section is now being planned, 
and it is hoped that it will later 
fit into a wider scheme of mole- 
cular biology. 

Of course, given money it 1s 


easy to put up fine buildings and 


‘not too difficult to staff them. The 
crucial question is the level of the 
scientific work in the buildings. 


This cannot be assessed by 
recounting individual achieve- 


ments. Much more than 99 per 
cent of science consists of little 


bits done patiently by many 
people in many places and gradu- 


ally accumulating into the signi- 
ficant result. Even the rare 
sensational break-through, such 
as Darwinian evolution, special 


physical chemistry, optics and.

- the Weizmann Institute, in 1958, 


the occasion was graced by such 


international figures as Niels 
Bohr, Robert Oppenheimer,

I have already mentioned the 
volume.of publication im 4inter- 
national. scientific journals,..and 
there is an additional index of 
the reputation of Israeli science, 
namely, the number of inter- 
national scientific bodies which 
have chosen to hold their con- 
ferences in Israel. Thus, as far 
back as 1955, there was an Inter-

HE existing state of belli-—

Labour Influence | 


‘Their literary consciousness was 
awakened, as it were, on the very 
battlefield; and although they 
are not concerned- with meta- 


physics or abstract philosophy, 


the problems of life and death 
and mutilation are of the utmost 
importance.. Most of these 
writers, too, stem from the ranks 
of .the Labour Movement, and 


either live in a collective settle- 
ment or colony or have at least 


experienced such forms of social 
organisation at some period. in 
their lives. Politically minded, 
and indeed frequently committed, 


“they almost all display: a strong 


social conscience and a sense of 
mission—-a fact which accounts 
for the over-all optimistic. and 
affirmative character. of. their 
writings. 
The Isracli-Arab War, life in 


the coHective settlements, proneer-_ 


ing in the Negev, provide the prin- 
cipal sources of thematic material, 
But: although such forces as the 
kibbutz or. Palmach tend | to 
constitute the heroes their 
stories rather than any clearly 
defined. individuals, the. writings 
of the indigenous. school are 
characterised by a sensitivity and 
introspection’ previously unsus- 
pected in. what had outwardly 
appeared to be a rather prickly, 
selfconfident and uninhibited 
generation... They do- not, how- 
ever, shrink from the depiction of 


brutality and suffering, and their 


work is stamped by a -realism 
far removed from the rather 
sugary romanticism of many. of 
their older contemporaries. 


Rare Humour 
Jewish life in the Diaspora, 


indeed traditional Jewish values in 
general, play little part their 


thinking. Absorbed in the present 


and its problems, they. lack the 
whimsical and humorous touch 
of previous Hebrew, literature. 
Only occasionally, \ as. in 
A. Meged’s “ Hedra and I,” for 
example, is a note of genuine 
humour sounded. Nor is the life 


which they depict sufficiently 


and deep as yet to provide the 
accepted symbolism subtle 
complexity necessary for the 
broader canvas. With some 
notable exceptions--including the 
handful of writers who “have 
emerged from the small but older 
and more deeply rooted com- 
munities of Jerusalem, Hebron, 
Safad, and Tiberias, such as 


YY. Shami. Y. Burla, M. Taviv, 


Bar-Yosef, or .Y..Churga— 
the younger writers tend to lack 
the depth of family and com- 
munity relationship which only 
many generations of rooted settle- 
ment can furnish. For that 
reason, perhaps, the drama and 
short story in the case of such 
talented writers as  Yizhar, 
Shamir, _Mossinsohn, Shaham, 
and A, Meged, the lyric 


‘poetry of writers such as Guri, 


Gilboa, Huss, and Carmi, repre- 
sent the most mature expressions 
of their art. 


One further aspect of their] 


work, however, is of the utmost 
significance for Hebrew literature. 
Of all three categories of con- 
temporary Hebrew writers, the 
indigenous group alone has 
employed Hebrew as its mother- 
tongue since earliest childhood. 
Although less familiar with the 


‘vast corpus of traditional sources 


than the older writers, their feel- 
ing for the language is clearly 
more natural and organic. Many 


of these authors have deliberately 


chosen to write in a style modelled 
on the vernacular with a goodly 
admixture of slang. 
recently, however, the dangers 
and limitations lurking behind the 
seductive charm of the vernacular, 
and its tendency to blur the line 


which distinguishes literature 
from. journalese, have led to 


second thoughts an‘ the search 


for more dignified modes _ of 
expression. This serious and 
courageous preoccupation with 


linguistic problems and _ the 
determination to discover stylistic 
patterns of greater validity pro- 
vide a favourable augury for the 


future development of modern

if Israel proves worthy, eighteen 
of the thirty Tsadikim will live in 
the land of Israel and twelve 
abroad. Similar statements are to 
be found in the Palestinian Talmud 
(Aboda Zara 40c) and in the 
Midrash Genesis Rabba (Section 
xcviil, 9). The oldest authority for 
the number seems to be the famous 
Mishna teacher Simeon ben 
Yohai in the second century, who 
was credited with the saying: 
“The world never lacks thirty 


Tsadikim like Abraham ” (Genesis 
Accord- 


Rabba, Section xxxv, 2), 
ing to other passages, these 
Tsadikim protect the world, just as 


Abraham did in his own time. Yet 
other 


authorities gave different 
numbers. The Babylonian Talmud 
mentions (Hullin 92a) forty-five 
Tsadikim: by whom the world is 
sustained. 

Only the Babylonian teacher 
Abaye in the fourth century main- 
tained (Sanhedrin and, with a 
slight variation, Sukkah 45b) that 
in every generation the world has 
no fewer than thirty-six just men, 
who are vouchsafed the vision of 
the countenance of God. — This 
figure is based on a numerological 
and .highly artificial play on Isaiah 
xxx, 18: “Happy are they who 
hope in Him,”- where the numerical 
value of. the Hebrew word “lo” 
(Him) is 36, 


Link with Zodiac 


It is. evident. that the 
ber did not originate from this 
exegesis, but was lodged in Abaye's 
mind. beforehand from another 
source. It has been suggested that 
this number reflects the widespread 
astrological conception of the 
thirty-six: heavenly Decans or 
Decan-deities, each of whom rules 
over ten days of the year, or, in 
a later development, was made 
ruler over ten degrees of ‘the 
Zodiac. These Decans are con- 


sidered as watchmen and guardians — 


of the universe, and it is quite

that Abaye’s number 
represents a humanisation of this 
cosmological order. Zofia Ameise- 
nowa (in the “Journal of the War- 
burg. Institute, 1949”) adduced 
very interesting evidence of this 
connection. There is a medieval 
Hebrew manuscript in Munich, a 
kind of handbook for astrological 
queries put to the zodiacal powers. 
Each of the signs of the Zodiac is 
divided into three “ faces,” totalling 
the classic number 36 of. the 
Decans, and for each Decan we 
find here the name of one of thirty- 
six Biblical figures, from Adam 
and Henoch to Daniel and Ezra.

The old Jewish Aggada knows 
nothing about these Tsadikim being 
concealed and hidden. Nor, as far 
as 1 know, is such a new develop- 


ment mentioned in later rabbinic ° 


and Cabbalistic literature before 
the eighteenth century. This, of 
course, does not exclude the pos- 
sibility that the idea is much older 
and.may have been transmitted in 
popular versions of the legend. As 
a matter of fact, the idea. first 
occurs’ in Islamic mystical tradi- 
tion, which took over the afore- 
mentioned Jewish Aggada and 
developed it in its own way. God 
made the saints the governors of the 


universe. As early as the tenth and | 


eleventh centuries the idea crystal- 
lised in circles of Islamic mystics 
that “among them there are 4,000 
who: are concealed and do not 
one another and 
aware of the excellence of their 
state, but in all circumstances are 
hidden from themselves and from 


mankind,” according to Nichol- 
son's .transilation of a. treatise 


written in the eleventh century by 
the Persian mystic Hujwiri. 
Even older Islamic sources men- 
tion the number of 40 saints, con- 
stituting a category of saints called 


_Abdal, who live incognito among 


their fellow-men and who by their 
good deeds play a part in sustain- 
ing the world.

mitted Jewish tradition, which had 
taken a novel turn, or whether 
having originated 
re-entered Judaism © at 
unspecified time in this new meta- 
morphosis. We have no documen- 
tation for this idea in Oriental 
Jewish sources, which by their 
very proximity to Islam should 
have been tne first to reflect such 
influence, 

Medieval Jewish legend, on. the 
other hand, abounds in stories 
about Tsadikim, whose good deeds 
remained unknown to their fellos 
men, or who practised their virtues 


under more or. less paradoxical . 
disguise, such as associating. with . 


thieves and women of ‘ill repute, 
or behaving in ways calculated to 
anyone from. suspecting 
their true saintly nature. We have 
examples of such legends in Jacob 


ben Nissim’s collection of Aggadot, 


compiled in Kairawan jin the 
eleventh century, and in Jchuda 
Chassid’s “ Book of the Devout,” 
compiled in Germany inthe 
thirteenth century. Such Iegends, 
however, do not allude to these 
men as belonging to a- special 
category. of Tsadikim, whose very 
concealment is essential to the ful- 


filment of their task in preserving

It would have been qyijte in 
keeping with the folk-lore of Ger- 


Chassidism, the great religious 
movement of Ashkenazi Jewry in

Jewry of later times that this. idea 
first came to the surface, and even

Playing for sympathy 
Eichmann hardly uses the

Only 
row is he learning of thé destruc- 
tion of an entire people—the Jews. 
“They didn’t tell us,” he says.

— Eichmann 
himself, he would have us believe, 
was no sadist, but 6nly a wounded, 
sensitive soul. Intheautumn of 1941,

Doubtless. this. explains why 
Eichmann has pleaded not guilty. 
He admits in his taped gaol inter- 
rogations to sharing the general 
Nazi guilt. But he pleads, in effect, 
like the superman murderers I 
wrote about in “ Compulsion,” that 
he was compelled. His is not a 
psychiatric defence but a kind of

Harry Golden js the founder, 


roprietor, and editer of “ The Caro- 
ina Israelite,” a monthly newspaper 
which is remarkable for two things. 
First of all, it publishes no news, 
Second, its sole contributor is Harry 
Golden. One might really call it 
“ Harry's Monthly Bon 
epic of conceit surely, but for the 
fact that so many of the mots are so 
bon. In America he seems to have 
become a sort of poor man’s Con- 
fucius, and there may already be 
Stories in circulation beginning :

“The Carolina — Israelite,” and in 
America it is a best-seller. This does 
not surprise me. Mr. Golden's 


writing is compounded of many 
elements, plus a secret formula, which 
is Mr. Golden himself. Its staple 
component, however, is nostalgia. We 
rarely move very far from the East 
Side of New York with the tenements 
and rent-collectors and debt-collec- 
tors, and sweat-shops and lady gar- 
ment workers and bearded merchants 
and broken English and unbroken 
tribulations. Hard times make good 
reading from an easy seat—especially 
if they are distant. I doubt if ‘Mr. 
Golden's book could have succeeded 


a generation ago, because the events | 
he describes were too near and too 


real. Memories served raw can be 
very upsetting : they must be allowed 
to ferment.

The term Semites”” was coined 


more. than. two centuries ago. 
fessor. Moscati points out that. the 
word is frequently misused. It can- 
not denote an ethnic group. We can 
isolate a group of languages-—whose 
chief members are Hebrew. Arabic, 
Aramaic, and Akkadian—to -which 
the term “Semitic can -be properly 
applied.. The speakers of. these: 
languages derive: for the most part 


from Arabia and the semi-circle of 


regions to the north. .But they do not 
form a homogeneous people of com- 
mon ancestry. So, too, the religious 


_practices and beliefs which they share 


are the product of geographical and 


climatic conditions rather than. racial 


identity. 
Professor . Moscati. analyses the 
movements of population within’ the 
three regions of Mesopotamia, Syria 
(including Palestine), and Arabia, with 
a masterly handling of early literary 
and archeological material. There 
has been a continuous and constant 
infiltration of nomads and = semi- 
nomads from the deserts into the 
cultivated lands.. When the settled 
peoples are strong, this process is on a 
smal} scale ; when they are weak, the 
trickle of invaders becomes a flood 
and the newcomers are able to achieve 
political integration in the States in 
which they have made their home.

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_ defied the Gestapo, 


Indeed, these movements of popula- 
tion have: long been recognised by 
scholars as probably the most signifi- 
cant single feature of the Middle 
Eastern scene. They have accounted, 
at various periods, for the emergence 
of the Amorites, the. Hebrews, and 
the Arameans. . The process continues 
to the present day, wherever the 
search for pasture. lands obliges 
nomads to acquire grazing rights and 
eventually to. settle as tillers of -the 
soil. 

It is these migrants whom Moscati 
identifies as the “ Semites.” He argues 
his case with logic and Jearning. The 
case is at its weakest in the chapter on 
Arabia, although this is also the 


centre-piece of his argument.  ‘* The 
true and complete unity of the 
Semites,” he maintains, “is to be 


found only within the Arabian desert 
and in nomadic conditions of life.” 
Unfortunately, it is precisely here that 
full documentation is lacking. We 
may nevertheless agree with his 
general thesis. But Moscati’s. contrast 
of “desert and sown” is too facile. 
it does not reproduce the subtle 
gradations of social existence in the 
Middle East--fram_ city dwellers 
through villagers and semi-nomads to 
the comparatively small tribes units 
of true Beduins in the innermost 
deserts. | 

it is not among the nomad stratum 
but among the semi-nomads and 
country folk that is 
impulse towards settlement in the 
cities. Their qualities of resilience 
and sturdiness temper the culture of 


the town -with the freshness of the 


desert. This was the background of 
the Hebrew patriarchs and, centuries 
after them, of the Israclite prophets. 
To a student of the social evolution 
of the Middle East the Bible provides 
more valuable material than ~ the 


annals of the city dwellers of ancient 


Mesopotamia and North Syria. 

This is a book that carries its great 
learning lightly. Its lucidity will 
attract the layman as well as the 
student. It may be warmly recom- 
mended to all who are interested in 
this fascinating subject.

General directions 


Before starting to mix a souffle have 
everything in readiness. If to be 
steamed, have water boiling in the 
saucepan; if to be baked, oven at the 
right temperature. 


To prepare dish. Brush thickly 
with butter or cooking fat. Take a 
double band of paper long enough 
to fold round the dish and overlap 
and deep enough to come 3 inches 
above the rim. Brush this also with 
butter or fat and tie it round the 
outside of the dish, greased side 
inwards. This paper is removed before 
serving. Only three parts fill dish to 
allow for rising. 


Beat egg whites immediately before 
folding into the mixture. They mast 
not be allowed to stand and must 
be beaten really stiff, 

Avoid opening the oyen door or 
lifting lid of saucepan as much as 
possible. A ‘sudden rush of cold air 
might cause soufflé to fall, 


To bake. Stand soufflé dish in a 


baking tin containing sufficient hot 


water to come 1 inch up the sides 
of the dish. Bake in a moderately 
hot oven (400°, Regulo No.. §) till 
firm in the centre-—about 30 minutes. 


To steam. Place the soufflé dish in 
a steamer and lay a greased paper 
across the paper band. 
on and cook over. gently boiling 
water, till the soufflé is set in. the 


centre—about 45 minutes. 


If. a steamer js not available place 
ina deep saucepan containing 2 inches 


of boiling. water, placing a large 
biscuit cutter under the dish to raise

OBITUARY 


MR. ROBERT REUBEN COHEN 


Mr. Robert Reuben Cohen, the 
President of the Edinburgh Hebrew 
Congregation, died last week at the 
age of 73, 

ig in Edinburgh, from Man- 
chester, 52 years ago, Mr. Cohen 
immediately took an active interest 
in all matters pono the Jewish 
community and general activities of 
the city, | 
many minor offices 
he was elected President of the Edin- 
burgh Hebrew Congregation in 1938 
and held that office ever since. He 
was a  founder-member of _ the 
Masonic Lodge Solomon and twice 
was Master. He held the office of 
Senior Warden of the Grand Lodge 
of Freemasons of Scotland and was 
Chairman of the Metropolitan Com- 
mittee. In 1953 he took part in the 
erection and consecration of the 


Grand Lodge of the State of Israel 


and was made an honorary Grand 
Chaplain of that Grand Lodge. 

When the Edinburgh Lodge of the 
B'nai B'rith was re-formed after the 
last war, he was the first President 
and he always took an active interest 
in the activities of the Lodge. 

Mr. Cohen was a. Justice of the 
Peace and was Chairman of the 
Magistrates’ Committee of the City 
of Edinburgh, and he sat regularly 
on the Bench. During and after the 
war he was Chairman of the Scottish 
Committee for Refugees. 


He was associated with all aspects 
of local Jewish and Zionist activities 
and, in addition, found time to sup- 
port many other good causes in the 
city. He was recently appointed a 
Governor of Queensberry House, a 
non-Jewish old people’s home. 


Mr. Cohen, who was the Jewisi 
CHRONICLE correspondent in Edin- 


burgh, is survived by two daughters. 


DR. J. S. ALMAN 


The Rev. Dr. B. writes: 
Dr. J. 8S. Alman who died in London 
last. week, aged 68, was born in 
Russia. and educated in medical 
schools in Germany and London. 


He was the husband of the late 
Mrs. Olga Alman one of the founders 
of the Wizo Movement, who died 
only a few months ago, and the 
nephew of the late Samuel Alman, 
the -composer. For nearly half a 
century, he practised in North 


London and was one of the. best 


loved and most widely respected 
members of the Hackney Synagogue. 
His last words to me, just before his 
death, were “my life has been 
devoted to the cleanliness of the 
soul.”

A FOX AMONG THE 
HENS 


By F. G. STONE 


“Gradually his contours grew 
more angular and became boundarics 
for more detached masses of purer 
colour.” This reference is not 
Poliakoff and his school, but comes 
from Sir Philip Hendy’s introduction 
to the catalogue of Robert Bevan'’s 
exhibition at Colnaght’s, Bevan died 
in 1925 and his detached masses of 
purer colour represented trees and 
fields--and cabhorses.

JERUSALEM 

Three Germans sent here to act 
as official observers to the Eichmann 
trial were among the large crowd 
which gathered in Memorial Square 
as darkness fell at the end of Israel's 
national day of mourning for. the 
victims of the holocaust, 

Sobbing voices rose from the crowd 
as Rabbi Mordecai Nurock. the Miz- 
rachi leader whose wife and seven 
children were killed by the Nazis, led 
the recital of the Kaddish, 

Ten soldiers carrying torches stood 
on.a raised platform overlooking the 
square and the flickering light from 
their torches formed the background 
as Shimon Finkel. the Habimah actor. 
recited Ezekiel xxxvii--the vision. of 
Among those on the 
platform overlooking the square were 
President Ben-Zvi. Mr. Gideon Haus- 
ner, the Attorney-General. and his 
assistants. Rabbi Shlomo Goren,. the 
Chief Chaplain to the Israeli Army, 
and Mr. Joseph Nahmias, the Police 
Inspector in Chief. |

U. N. backs Arab refugees

The U.N; Special Political Commit- 
tee on Tuesday adopted a draft reso- 
lution on Arab refugees submitted by 
five Asian and African States, and 
rejected an American resolution. 

Carried by 47 votes to 19 with 20 
abstentions. the resolution called on 
the next General Assembly to give 
‘primary consideration to. the future 
welfare of the refugees, including the 
means of safeguarding them property 


rights.” (It now. eoes to the plenary 
session «where. the -necessai vy two- 
thirds. majority seems likely to be 
secured). 


Since each Assembly is. master: of 
its own rules and agenda: the resolu- 
tion is devoid of legal Standing. But 


it is now on record and represents a 


moral victory for the Arabs. 

The resolution also neted “ with 
deep regret” that repatriation or 
compensation for refugees who. fled 
from Israel during the 1948 Palestine 


war had not been effected In- accord- 
ance with previous U.N: ‘resélulions. 
and that no. substantial progress had 


been made for the reintegration of 
refugees. either “by. repatriation. or 
resettlement, 


The U.S.A. resolution. which had 
come a8 a complete. surprise to the 
Israel delegation. was defeated by 31! 


votes to 30, with 15. abstentions. 
icluding Israel. 
Chis’ resolution asked the next 


General Assembly to consider the 
entire Arab refugee question. includ- 
ing the safeguarding — of refugees’ 
rights: as set out in a previous resolu- 
tion which spoke of “repatriation or 
compensation for properties left 
behind,” 

During the debate, Mr. Saraga, of 
the Central African Republic, declared 
that the Arab attack on Israel showed 
“clear disregard” of the United 
Nations Charter.
